WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
Pakistani-American was ar¬ 
rested yesterday for plotting to 
cause carnage on Washington's 
subway system by carrying out 
bomb attacks with people he 
believed were tied to Al- 
Qaeda, officials said. 

Farooque Ahmed, 34, had 
been allegedly observing, 
video-taping and photograph¬ 
ing Metro stations in and 
around the American capital 
since April to plan the attacks, 
which would have been carried 
out next year. 

"Farooque Ahmed is ac¬ 
cused of plotting with individ¬ 
uals he believed were terrorists 
to bomb our transit system, but 


a coordinated law enforcement 
and intelligence effort was able 
to thwart his plans," David 
Kris, assistant attorney general 
for national security told re¬ 
porters. 

The White House said the 
US public was never in danger 
from the alleged plot, and that 
President Barack Obama had 
been aware of it before 
Ahmed's arrest. 

White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs said the Justice 
Department, the FBI and na¬ 
tional security officials had 
been on "top of this case from 
the beginning." 

"At no point was the public 
in any danger," he added.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti - 
Health authorities in the region 
are taking no chances with the 
cholera epidemic in Haiti, and 
are getting themselves ready 
for the possibility of it spread¬ 
ing outside that Caribbean 
country. 

Up to yesterday, there were 
more than 4000 confirmed 
cases, including 300 fatalities, 
reported in Haiti. 

And the Pan American 
Health Organisation (PAHO) 


says its Caribbean Epidemiol¬ 
ogy Center (CAREC) in 
Trinidad is helping ministries 
of health to mobilize and be 
prepared for any potential 
cases in the other islands. 

Since cases of cholera 
emerged in Haiti last week, 
several countries have gone on 
high alert. 

PAHO’s Deputy Director, 
Dr Jon K Andrus says the 
probability of cholera appear¬ 
ing in neighbouring Domini¬ 


can Republic is high, given the 
continual flow of people across 
the border. That country has 
mobilised a contingency plan 
in the border area, partly clos¬ 
ing four crossing points to 
those without passports. 

Meantime, the World 
Health Organisation (WHO) 
spokesperson Fadela Chaib 
has said “there is no need to 
close the borders or restrict 
travel or trade because a neigh¬ 
bouring country has cholera.”

Cholera aid center shutdown 
after Haitian protest 


Argentine ex-president 
Nestor Kirchner dies 


SAINT MARC, Haiti (AFP) - 
Aid workers halted the instal¬ 
lation of a vital treatment cen¬ 
ter in the epicenter of Haiti’s 
cholera outbreak yesterday 
after a violent protest by sev¬ 
eral hundred residents op¬ 
posed to its proximity to two 
schools. 

Argentine troops with the 
UN force in Haiti (MINUS- 
TAH) intervened after resi¬ 
dents of Saint Marc threw 
stones at medical workers with 
Doctors Without Borders late 
Tuesday as they set up a spe¬ 
cialized treatment center out¬ 
side overwhelmed St. Nicholas 
hospital. 

Yesterday, MSF workers 
began dismantling the treat¬ 
ment center in response to the 
protests, as Argentine troops 
stood watch. 

The facility was to have 
been used to take in the over¬ 
flow of patients from St. 
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Nicholas, but residents feared 
that its proximity to two 
schools would expose more 
people to cholera. 

’’The idea was to move the 
patients out of the hospital, but 
what we should have done first 
was to talk to the people in the 
community, to help them un¬ 
derstand what we were doing," 
Haitian doctor Yfto Maquette 
told AFP in the Saint Nicolas 
courtyard, where hundreds of 
patients waited for treatment. 

"It was a big misunder¬ 
standing," he added. 

"The fact that we don't have 
the center is stopping us from 
effectively treating people," 
said a MSF official who de¬ 
clined to be named. "We need 
to get the message out that 
cholera is a disease that we are 
very experienced in treating," 


PADANG, Indonesia (AFP) - 
The toll from a tsunami which 
smashed into Indonesia rose 
sharply past 270 yesterday as 
rescuers reached the remote is¬ 
lands hit hardest by the disaster 
and found scenes of devasta¬ 
tion. 

At least 10 villages were 
flattened when the tsunami 
triggered by a 7.7-magnitude 
offshore earthquake pounded 
the Mentawai islands late 
Monday off the west coast of 
Sumatra. 

Survivors said they had no 
warning that the three-meter 
(10-foot) wave was bearing 
down on the Mentawais, a 
popular destination for foreign 
surfers but otherwise a poor 
and neglected outpost in the 
vast Indonesian archipelago. 

The first images from the 
scene of the disaster, broadcast 
late yesterday on Indonesian 
television, showed shell¬ 
shocked villagers picking 


he told AFP next to the open 
air reception here where pa¬ 
tients lined up to be admitted. 

Dozens of sickened people 
in cots under makeshift tarp 
shade — who could have been 
moved to the new facility — 
waited for doctors to reach 
them to administer aid. 

Nearly 300 people have 
been killed in the outbreak and 
over 4,000 have been sickened 
by the virulent disease that is 
spread by contaminated water 
and food. 

Officials warned yesterday 
that Haiti should prepare for 
the worst as hundreds more pa¬ 
tients packed into hospitals. 

It is thought the source of 
the disease is water from the 
Artibonite River that runs from 
the border to Haiti's Caribbean 
coast at Saint Marc.

Officials said almost 42,000 
people had fled to temporary 
shelters around the nearby city 
of Yogyakarta, but there were 
fears for the fate of thousands 
more who had refused to 
budge.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AFP) - Former Argentine 
president Nestor Kirchner, 
the powerful husband of cur¬ 
rent leader Cristina Kirchner, 
died suddenly of a heart at¬ 
tack yesterday, throwing the 
government into uncertainty. 

The Kirchners had been 
relaxing at their family home 
near the southern town of El 
Calafate when he suffered 
chest pains and was taken to 
a clinic. 

Kirchner's official doctor, 
Luis Buonomo, said the for¬ 
mer leader, 60, had a cardiac 
arrest and "passed away." 

He will receive state hon¬ 
ors before a burial, with his 


DUBAI, United Arab Emirates 
(AFP) - Al-Qaeda leader 
Osama bin Laden warned 
France yesterday that its 
planned ban on the veil in pub¬ 
lic places and its involvement in 
the war in Afghanistan justified 
violence against its nationals. 

France expressed concern 
and insisted on the need for 
vigilance, adding however that 
authorities were verifying the 
authenticity of the remarks. 

In an audio recording aired 
by Al-Jazeera television, Bin 
Laden said last month's kid¬ 
napping of seven foreigners, 
five of them French, in the Sa¬ 
hara desert in northern Niger 
was a warning. 

"How could you take part in 
occupying our countries and 
support the Americans in 
killing our children and 
women, and then expect to live 
in peace and security?" Bin 
Laden asked. 

"It is very simple — as you 
kill, you will be killed, as you 
take hostages, you will be taken 
hostages, and as you compro¬ 
mise our security, we will com¬ 
promise your security," he said

"We do know that the ter¬ 
rorist threat is real and vigi¬ 
lance must be total," Hortefeux 
told a National Assembly 
meeting in Paris. 

"Based on what we cur¬ 
rently know, these declarations 
only justify maintaining our re¬ 
sponse based on the terrorist 
threat," he said, referring to 
France's Vigipirate national se¬ 
curity system which is now red 
alert — one down from the 
highest scarlet level.

SUNNYVALE, California 
(AFP) - An overhauled ver¬ 
sion of Yahoo! Mail has been 
rolled out as the pioneering 
Internet firm sought to better 
integrate trends such as social 
networking. 

A beta, or test, version of 
Yahoo! Mail has been 
streamlined for speed and de¬ 
signed to let people easily 
send or receive Facebook up¬ 
dates or Twitter messages di¬ 
rectly from their inboxes. 

"We re-architected the 
product from the ground up," 
said Yahoo! vice president of 
product management com¬ 
munications Kakul Srivas- 
tava. "This is a major launch 
for us." 

Along with being built to 
be "blindingly fast," Yahoo! 
Mail pages were re-designed 
to reduce clutter and put 
"what is most important to 
you front and center," she 
added. 

For example, messages 
from people listed among a 
person's contacts are given 
priority and raised to the tops 
of inboxes. 

Search tools were im¬ 
proved to make it easier to 
find pictures, videos or other 


information in email inboxes 
that provide unlimited stor¬ 
age space. 

The email service was en¬ 
gineered to recognize Inter¬ 
net links to videos or photos, 
then automatically display 
thumbnail previews of im¬ 
ages. 

Video from links to trusted 
venues such as YouTube can 
be played in Yahoo! Mail. 

A "What's New" tab in 
Yahoo! Mail lets users see or 
send Facebook updates or 
Twitter "tweets." Yahoo! 
would not discuss any finan¬ 
cial terms associated with the 
collaborations. 

"We understand people 
want to communicate 
through different types of 
mechanisms and we want to 
integrate that into Yahoo! 
Mail," Srivastava said. 

"People can communicate 
through SMS, microblog¬ 
ging, social networks." 

Yahoo! "doubled down" 
on spam fighting technology 
to filter out junk email. The 
email service was also better 
tailored to mobile devices in 
a nod to the booming popu¬ 
larity of smartphones and 
tablet computers. 


Yahoo! Mail reports have 
273 million monthly users 
globally, and claims its ranks 
of users in the United States 
are double those of Google's 
Gmail and Microsoft's Hot¬ 
mail. 

People can opt into the 
beta version of Yahoo! Mail 
at features.mail.yahoo.com, 
with feedback used to craft a 
final version that will become 
standard for all users. 

The more social email 
service was among projects 
highlighted at a "Product 
Runway" at Yahoo !'s campus 
in Sunnyvale, California, in 
September. 

The faded Internet search 
star has been redefining itself 
after forming an alliance with 
Microsoft to have Bing han¬ 
dle online queries at Yahoo! 
web pages. 

"You are going to see 
some changes from us," 
Yahoo! chief product officer 
Blake Irving promised at the 
'Product Runway' event. 

Irving joined Yahoo! a 
hundred days earlier as part 
of change brought about by 
chief executive Carol Bartz, 
who replaced company co¬ 
founder Jerry Yang as head of 
what was a floundering Inter¬ 
net search pioneer being lost 
in Google's growing shadow. 

Yahoo! said it was chang¬ 
ing its style to be more "iter¬ 
ative," upgrading and 
evolving Web pages, tools 
and offerings routinely and 
often. 


LimeWire shut down by US court 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Popu¬ 
lar online file-sharing service 
LimeWire was shut down by 
a US federal court on Tues¬ 
day following a lawsuit filed 
by the music industry. 

The move came a little 
more than five months after a 
US judge ruled in favor of 13 
music companies in a copy¬ 
right infringement and unfair 
competition case brought 
against LimeWire. 

LimeWire.com featured a 
legal notice on its home page 
on Tuesday stating it was 
"under a court-ordered in¬ 
junction to stop distributing 
and supporting its file-shar¬ 


ing software." 

The legal notice linked to 
the court order from US Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge Kimba 
Wood ordering the closure of 
the service. 

LimeWire chief executive 
George Searle said in a state¬ 
ment he was "disappointed 
with this turn of events." 

"We are extremely proud 
of our pioneering history and 
have, for years, worked hard 
to bridge the gap between 
technology and content rights 
holders," Searle said. "How¬ 
ever, at this time, we have no 
option but to cease further 
distribution and support of 


our software." 

Searle thanked users of the 
service and said "our team of 
technologists and music en¬ 
thusiasts are creating a com¬ 
pletely new music service 
that puts you back at the cen¬ 
ter of your digital music ex¬ 
perience." 

"We'll be sharing more de¬ 
tails about our new service 
and look forward to bringing 
it to you in the future," he 
said. 

The 13 music companies 
filed their complaint against 


LimeWire in 2006 and Judge 
Wood ruled in their favor in 
May. In June, eight members 
of the National Music Pub¬ 
lishers' Association filed a 
separate copyright suit 
against LimeWire. 

LimeWire software was 
released in August 2000 and 
uses peer-to-peer, or P2P, 
technology to allow users to 
share music or other files 
over the Internet. 

LimeWire is owned by the 
Lime Group, a New York- 
based company.

More proof that diet, exercise aid weight loss 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
searchers have uncovered 
more reason to believe that 
properly managed diet and 
exercise can help overweight, 
obese and severely obese 
people lose weight, two stud¬ 
ies have suggested. 

The studies, show that be¬ 
havioral changes can have a 
significant impact, in contrast 
to increasingly popular surgi¬ 
cal interventions, such as gas¬ 
tric bypass procedures. 

Both studies used pre¬ 
packaged meals as part of 
their evaluations, and offered 
financial incentives to those 
participating. 

One study used Jenny 
Craig weight loss products. 
Led by Cheryl Rock of the 
Moores Cancer Center in 
California and funded by 
Jenny Craig, researchers con¬ 
ducted a two-year trial of 
weight loss and maintenance 
among 442 overweight or 
obese women aged 18 to 69. 

Their Body Mass Index — 
a measure of body fat based 
on height and weight — was 
25 or higher. Normal BMI 
ranges are typically 18.5- 


24.9. 

The subjects received in- 
person or telephone counsel¬ 
ing as well as free, 
prepackaged foods and in¬ 
structions for increased phys¬ 
ical activity for 30 minutes a 
day, five days a week. 

After two years, the aver¬ 
age weight loss for women in 
the center-based group was 
about 16 pounds (seven kilo¬ 
grams) or 7.9 percent of their 
initial weight. 

The telephone-based 
group lost about 14 pounds 
(six kilograms) or 6.8 percent 
of their body weight. 

Women in a control group 


received two individualized 
weight loss counseling ses¬ 
sions with a dietitian and 
monthly counseling. They 
lost 4.5 pounds (two kilo¬ 
grams) or 2.1 percent of their 
body weight. 

By the end of the study, 
more than half of participants 
in either the center-based or 
telephone-based intervention 
groups had at least five percent 
weight loss, compared to 29 
percent for the control group. 

"Findings from this study 
suggest that this incentivized 
structured weight loss pro¬ 
gram with free prepared 


meals can effectively pro¬ 
mote weight loss compared 
with usual care group,” the 
authors said. 

"Importantly, weight loss 
was largely maintained at 
two-year follow-up." 

They noted that even 
small weight changes can re¬ 
duce the risk for cardiovascu¬ 
lar disease and diabetes. 

The second, intensive one- 
year study led by Bret Good- 
paster of the University of 
Pittsburgh School of Medi¬ 
cine, reached similar conclu¬ 
sions. 

It evaluated 130 severely 
obese adult men and women 
without diabetes, randomly 
assigning them to either a 
group that dieted and exer¬ 
cised for all 12 months, or an¬ 
other group with the same 
dietary intervention but with 
physical activity delayed for 
six months. 

Exercise included walking 
briskly for up to 60 minutes 
for five days a week for a tar¬ 
get of at least 10,000 steps a 
day. Participants also re¬ 
ceived small financial incen¬ 


tives to reach their goals, reg¬ 
ular contact with a nutrition¬ 
ist and some free meals. 

After six months, the 
group that began with the diet 
and physical activity lost 
more weight in the first six 
months than the group that 
delayed exercise — 24 pounds 
(11 kilograms) versus 18 
pounds (eight kilograms). 

But by the end of the 
study, weight loss was nearly 
identical for both groups — 
nearly 27 pounds (12 kilo¬ 
grams) against 22 pounds (10 
kilograms). 

The researchers noted that 
participants in both groups 
also had reduced waist cir¬ 
cumference, blood pressure, 
insulin resistance, visceral 
abdominal fat and liver fat 
content. 

Obesity is among the most 
serious public health prob¬ 
lems of the 21st century, the 
papers said, noting that obe¬ 
sity has spread rapidly over 
the past three decades, espe¬ 
cially among African-Ameri¬ 
can women.

Eurozone deficits must 


risk swift penalties 


FRANKFURT, Germany 
(AFP) - Eurozone countries 
which break overspending 
rules must be hit with auto¬ 
matic penalties, the top econ¬ 
omist at the European Central 
Bank (ECB) Juergen Stark 
said yesterday. 

His remarks put him in 
line with the head of the Eu¬ 
rogroup of eurozone finance 
ministers who strongly at¬ 
tacked a French-German pro¬ 
posal to tighten the rules as 
being weak and unconvinc¬ 
ing, in remarks published 
today. 

Stark said in a speech de¬ 
livered in Wiesbaden, west¬ 
ern Germany: ”We need more 
respect for the rules, and for 
that, to progressively intro¬ 
duce automatic sanctions 
when there is an infraction of 
those rules.” 

’’Sanctions must be a cred¬ 
ible option,” Stark stressed. 
’’The debates of recent days 
and weeks make me doubt 
that all decision-makers have 
realised this.” 

On October 18, German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
and French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy struck a deal under 
which Berlin will not insist 
on automatic sanctions for 
countries which breach terms 
of the European Union’s Sta¬ 


bility and Growth Pact. 

Since Greece came close 
to insolvency at the begin¬ 
ning of this year, focusing at¬ 
tention of deep deficit and 
debt problems in several eu¬ 
rozone countries, several key 
eurozone figures have spoken 
strongly of the need for 
tougher rules and tough en¬ 
forcement. 

’’Instead of continuing to deny 
that membership of a currency 
union restricts national economic 
and fiscal policy, all members of 
the euro zone should admit the re¬ 
ality of the euro,” Stark said. 

”We need more clarity, 
clearly separated mandates 
and a de-politisation of many 
decision making processes,” 
the ECB economist said. 

In addition to financial 
penalties and supression of 
EU subsidies, Stark said 
countries that breached EU 
rules should be deprived of 
voting rights at the European 
Council. 

When the euro was being 
created at the end of the 
1990s, Germany proposed 
tough, automatic fines for 
countries which broke the 
rules, but France successfully 
watered these down. The Sta- 
blity Pact was the result, sub¬ 
sequently re-named the 
Stability and Growth Pact. 


Apple delays release of 
white iPhone again 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Apple fans are going to have to 
wait a bit longer to get their 
hands on a white iPhone 4. 

"We're sorry to disappoint 
customers waiting for the 
white iPhone yet again, but 
we've decided to delay its re¬ 
lease until this spring,” Trudy 
Muller, an Apple spokes¬ 
woman, said yesterday. 

Muller declined to give any 
reason for the latest delay. 

Apple began selling black 
versions of the iPhone 4 in 
June and said the white model 
would be on the market in July. 

In July, however, the 
gadget-maker said "white 
models of Apple's new iPhone 
4 have continued to be more 


challenging to manufacture 
than we originally expected” 
and would not be available 
until later in the year. 

The release of the iPhone 4 
has been particularly turbulent 
for Apple, featuring a sneak 
preview of the device on the 
Internet after it was obtained 
by technology blog Gizmodo 
and antenna issues. 

Nevertheless, Apple de¬ 
scribed the iPhone 4 as its most 
successful product launch ever, 
with more than three million 
sold in the first three weeks 
after its debut. 

Apple said last week that it 
sold 14.1 million iPhones dur¬ 
ing the latest quarter, up 91 
percent from a year ago. 


Moody’s: US companies stash one trillion 
dollars in cash 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
companies are hoarding 
nearly one trillion dollars of 
cash that they are unlikely to 
use for expansion amid a 
muddled outlook on eco¬ 
nomic recovery, rating 
agency Moody's said yester¬ 
day. 

"Companies will hesitate 
to spend their cash hoards on 
expansion until there is 
greater certainty about the di¬ 
rection of the US economy,” 
said Steven Oman, senior 
vice president at Moody's In¬ 
vestor Service. 

A new Moody's study of 
corporate cash balances 
found that US companies, ex¬ 
cluding financial firms, had 
about 943 billion dollars of 


cash and short-term invest¬ 
ments on their balance sheets 
at mid-year 2010. The 20 
most cash-rich companies 
had a combined 346 billion 
dollars. 

By comparison, Moody's 
said, at the end of2008, com¬ 
panies had 775 billion dollars 
of cash. 

The economy contracted 
6.8 percent in the fourth quar¬ 
ter that year; the worst reces¬ 
sion since the Great De¬ 
pression officially ended in 
June 2009. 

The rating agency noted 
the companies' apprehension 
in the face of the weak reco¬ 
very which slowed to a 1.7 
percent growth in economic 
output in the second quarter 


of 2010 and has left persist¬ 
ently high unemployment. 

"Given low demand and 
capacity utilization within 
certain industries, companies 
are wary of investing their 
cash in new capacity and 
adding workers, thereby 
doing little to abbreviate the 
jobless recovery,” it said. 

Moody's forecast that as 
the economy stabilizes, com¬ 
panies most likely would use 
their cash for share repur¬ 
chases and acquisitions. 

The US Federal Reserve is 
widely expected to announce 
next week it will resume 
major long-term asset pur¬ 
chases, known as quantitative 
easing, to support the flag¬ 
ging recovery.

Eurozone banks seeking less funds 



PAPHOS, Cyprus (AFP) - Eu¬ 
ropean Central Bank president 
Jean-Claude Trichet said yes¬ 
terday that banks have asked 
for less funding this week, a 
possible sign they are more 
confident in the outlook. 

"We have seen that the 
banks themselves are asking 
for less liquidity than they 
had asked for before,” Trichet 
told a news conference in the 
eastern Mediterranean island 
of Cyprus. 

"We will continue to be 
very, very careful in monitor¬ 
ing the situation, with great 
pragmatism in this domain,” 
he said on the sidelines of a 
meeting of European and 


Mediterranean central bank 
governors. 

To help the banks weather 
the global financial crisis the 
ECB has been making fund¬ 
ing available to them on eas¬ 
ier terms in an effort to 
ensure that they will lend to 
business and so support the 
economic recovery. 

As conditions have im¬ 
proved in recent months, the 
amount the banks have 
sought has been falling, sig¬ 
nalling that their underlying 
financial position may be get¬ 
ting stronger. 

Trichet also insisted that 
independence is the "funda¬ 
mental feature” of the ECB.

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Mexico aims to build 


record-setting burrito 



LA PAZ, Mexico 
(AFP) - More than 
3,000 people will roll 
up a 2.7-kilometer 
(1.7-mile) burrito next 
month in Mexico, hop¬ 
ing to break the last 
Guinness World 
Records-setting mega¬ 
morsel by 700 meters. 

"Fifty-four restau¬ 
rants and more than 
3,000 people, includ¬ 
ing cooks and gastron¬ 
omy students” will 
prepare the 30-cen¬ 
timeter (12-inch) -wide 
wrap on November 3, 
National Chamber of 
Spicy Food Restaurant 
Industry president Lorena Hi¬ 
nojosa told reporters. 

The current record-hold¬ 
ing burrito was made in 2000 
in eastern Reynosa, on the 
US border. It stretched two 
kilometers (1.25 miles) from 
end to end. 

Hinojosa said the rival 
burrito will take 12 hours to 
make, starting at midnight, 
and will pack three tons of 
fish, two tons of corn flour, 
half a ton of beans, 200 kilo¬ 
grams (450 pounds) of butter 


and 200 kilograms of salt. 

Once finished and meas¬ 
ured for the record book, the 
burrito will be sliced up and 
served to 27,000 awaiting 
people in the Baja California 
capital La Paz at no charge, 
she added. 

One of Mexico's tradi¬ 
tional fares, the burrito was 
first put together during the 
Mexican revolution (1910- 
1920) in Ciudad Juarez, 
across the border from El 
Paso, Texas. 


World War Two bombs found 
on Galapagos Islands 


QUITO, Ecuador — Fisher¬ 
men have found a dozen 
bombs believed to be from 
World War Two buried on the 
Galapagos Islands, a local 
government official said. 

The bombs were found on 
Bartolome Island, one of the 
Galapagos group located 
about 600 miles (966 km) off 
South America's northwest¬ 
ern coast. 

The islands are a province 
of Ecuador, which let the 


United States set up a mili¬ 
tary base on one, Baltra Is¬ 
land, during World War Two 
due to its strategic location 
southwest of the Panama 
Canal.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
Los Angeles Lakers began 
their quest for a third-straight 
crown with an heart-felt ring 
ceremony followed by the 
unveiling of their 16th pur- 
ple-and-gold championship 
banner. 

The defending National 
Basketball Association cham¬ 
pions opened the 2010-11 
season on a winning note 
against Yao Ming's Houston 
Rockets. 

Kobe Bryant scored 27 
points and Pau Gasol had 29 
points and 11 rebounds as the 
Lakers rallied from a 15- 
point first half deficit to beat 
the Rockets 112-110. 

"This ring ceremony is 
something that nobody can 
ever, ever take away," said 
Lakers guard Shannon 
Brown. 

The revamped Miami 
Heat and the juggernaut 
Boston Celtics will be hoping 
to dethrone the Lakers. In the 
West, Houston is one of the 
teams looking to challenge 
Los Angeles. 

The night started with a 
on-court ceremony which 
featured each of the players 
being awarded their rings 
which were earned by beat¬ 
ing Boston in seven games 


four months ago. 

The rings were presented 
to the players by commis¬ 
sioner David Stern with Lak¬ 
ers executive vice-president 
Jeanie Buss standing next to 
him. 

"This is what we played 
for," said coach Phil Jackson 
raising his 16-white diamond 
encrusted ring in the air. 

"It is amazing to see the 
whole city get behind this 
team," Kobe Bryant told the 
sold-out crowd of 18,997 as 
they chanted "MVP, MVP, 
MVP". The chant was re¬ 
peated during the fourth quar¬ 
ter of the game when Bryant 
went to the free throw line. 

Bryant did Tuesday what 
he has done with his four pre¬ 
vious championship rings. He 
slipped the ring on his right 
finger for the only time be¬ 
fore putting it back in the cus¬ 
tom designed black box that 
would soon end up safely 
stored away in a vault with 
the others. 

Artest, who hit a crucial 
three pointer in the final 
minute of game seven in last 
year's finals against the 
Celtics, has other plans for 
his first championship ring. 

Artest plans to raffle off 
his ring this week with the 


proceeds going to charity. 

"It is an honour to get this 
ring," Artest said before in¬ 
troducing Andrew Bynum so 
he could come up and collect 
his ring. 

If the Lakers are going to 
make another long playoff 
run they are going to have to 
stay healthy. Bryant and 
Bynum both had off season 
knee surgery. 

Bryant played just over 37 
minutes Tuesday as he con¬ 
tinues to test his surgically- 
repaired right knee. He 
elected not to have surgery on 
his right index finger which 
he broke in December. 

Bynum isn't expected to 
make his season debut until 
American Thanksgiving in 
November. 

Lakers coach Jackson is 
seeking his 12th title overall, 
six in Los Angeles to go with 
the half dozen he won with 
the Chicago Bulls. 

Jackson has said he would 
retire at the end of this sea¬ 
son, calling this his "last 
stand." 

China's giant centre Yao 
played 23 minutes Tuesday 
and finished with nine points 
and 11 rebounds in his first 
meaningful game since re¬ 
turning from a foot injury 
suffered in May 2009. 


Owen defends fellow pros 



LONDON (AFP) - Manches¬ 
ter United striker Michael 
Owen has come out in de¬ 
fence of his fellow profes¬ 
sionals saying that not all of 
them are overpaid, arrogant 
and with over-sized egos. 


His comments follow an¬ 
other round of negative head¬ 
lines regarding the behaviour 
of some high earners in the 
Premier League stemming 
from Wayne Rooney's massive 
new contract at Old Trafford. 

This came against the 
backdrop of the government's 
recent spending review, with 
footballers becoming an easy 
target for critics, with some 
quick to brand them as being 
out of touch with the rest of 
society. 

"People like to judge foot¬ 
ballers as a whole, but I think 
that's pretty unfair," Owen 
told BBC Radio 5 Live. 

"Everyone's different. I've 
met some footballers that are 
absolutely fantastic people, 
are always visiting sick kids, 
they do things for charities, 
but they don't ask for any 


press coverage. 

"They just go about it be¬ 
cause they want to do it. 
Some don't, but that's not to 
say they're bad people. 

"I think it's dangerous if 
you generalise and say ’all 
footballers are this, all foot¬ 
ballers are that'. 

"We're all individuals, we 
all do our different things, and 
the common thing is we all go 
out on a Saturday afternoon 
and play on the football pitch. 

"But apart from that every 
footballer's different." 

Manchester United boss 
Sir Alex Ferguson has re¬ 
vealed that both he and the 
rest of the squad received an 
apology from Rooney for his 
recent comments regarding 
the club's direction, and 
Owen feels the 25-year-old 
was right to do so.

Mathematician: 

Rangers will defeat 
Giants in World Series 



The 2010 World Series 
started yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) and statistically, the 
Texas Rangers are in a good 
position to defeat the San 
Francisco Giants, according 
to mathematician Bruce 
Bukiet from the New Jersey 
Institute of Technology. 

"I have crunched the num¬ 
bers for the World Series and 
it looks like the Texas 
Rangers should have a 65 
percent chance of defeating 
the San Francisco Giants,” 
Bukiet said. 

His prediction comes de¬ 
spite the Giants having the 
home field advantage - Texas 
is 0-9 at AT&T Park and has 
lost 11 straight games in San 
Francisco in the past. 

Bukiet, an associate math 
professor at the New Jersey 
Institute of Technology, has a 
set of models he developed to 
predict the outcome of base¬ 
ball seasons and playoff se¬ 
ries. The model takes into 
account various factors - in¬ 
cluding hitters, the bench, 
starting pitcher, lineup, re¬ 
lievers and home-field ad¬ 
vantage - to determine the 
probability of whether or not 
a team will beat their com¬ 
petitor. 

Earlier in the season, 
Bukief s predictions of which 
teams would make the play¬ 
offs panned out, with six out 
of the eight teams he sug¬ 
gested making it, the two that 


didn't were the Cardinals and 
the Dodgers. He also pre¬ 
dicted that the New York 
Yankees, Philadelphia 
Phillies, the Rangers and the 
Giants would come out on 
top in the playoffs to vie for 
the league championships. 

Bukiet also predicted that 
the Rangers would beat out 
the Yankees for a spot in the 
World Series. 

"I had the Rangers in the 
second round to beat the Yan¬ 
kees,” Bukiet said. "It sur¬ 
prised me, but that was what 
the math said and the math 
was right.” 

As for how the World Se¬ 
ries will turn out, Bukiet said, 
"When I did the math, I got 
65 percent in favor of the 
Rangers, which was the most 
dominant of the Series ac¬ 
cording to my math. 

Bukiet was surprised that 
a certain advantage did noth¬ 
ing to bolster the Giants 
chances as well. 

"The Giants have home- 
field advantage and yet have 
only a 35 percent chance of 
winning the Series, which is 
pretty unusual,” he said. 

According to his math, 
there is a 23 percent chance 
that the Rangers will win the 
Series in five games, al¬ 
though the most likely num¬ 
ber of games that it will take 
to win the Series will be 
seven. 


Celtics spoil debut of Heat’s ’Big 3’ 



BOSTON (AFP) - The 
Miami Heat and their 
vaunted "Big Three” were 
the hottest ticket in town, 
but they started off cold 
and even once LeBron 
James warmed up they 
couldn't stop the Boston 
Celtics. 

In the first game of the 
NBA season, the league's 
latest star-studded team 
managed just nine points in 
the first quarter and fell 88- 
80 to the veteran Celtics. 

"This is one of 82,” 
Dwyane Wade said. "Sorry 
if everyone thought we 
were going to go 82 and 0. 

It just ain't happening.” 

Kevin Garnett, Paul 
Pierce and Ray Allen 
Boston's own "Big Three” 
who showed in 2007-08 that 
a trio of superstars could 
mesh into a championship 
team - showed Miami's star 
trio of James, Chris Bosh and 
Wade how it's done. 

"Right now it's a feel-out 
process for myself, for D- 
Wade, for Chris and for the 
rest of the guys," James said. 

Before the game James 
said that Celtics trio was a 
model of what he, Bosh and 
Wade hoped to achieve after 
coming together in Miami in 
a seismic free agent shift. 

"They sacrificed every¬ 
thing. They didn't worry 


about points or rebounds, 
anything individual,” James 
said before the contest. "They 
just went out to compete as a 
team. I don't think I have to 
score a lot for us to be in the 
game, because we have a lot 
of options.” 

James scored 21 of his 31 
points in the second half in 
his first time back at the new 
Boston Garden since the 
Celtics eliminated his Cava¬ 
liers in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence semi-finals last season. 

That second playoff loss 
in three years helped con¬ 
vince the two-time NBA 
Most Valuable Player to de¬ 
part Cleveland. 

"I'm excited about this 


new start. I'm excited about 
this season. I'm excited 
about this team and this 
franchise,” James said. "I'm 
excited to get it going in a 
city where (I've) struggled.” 

Despite the Celtics' sta¬ 
tus as reigning conference 
champs, it was the Heat - 
and James, Bosh and Wade 
in particular - attracting the 
big media contingent and 
driving up the price of game 
tickets into five figures on 
resale sites on the internet. 

Celtics spokesman Jeff 
Twiss said some 500 jour¬ 
nalists had received creden¬ 
tials for the contest, four 
times the normal number. 

"You don't usually see 
this many cameras unless 
you're in the finals," Wade 
commented after a morning 
shoot-around. "And it's the 
first game of the season.” 

Wade, Bosh and James 
played together just three 
minutes during the pre-sea- 
son before Wade strained his 
right hamstring in the Octo¬ 
ber 5 exhibition opener. He 
returned to practice on Satur¬ 
day.

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Sneijder tipped to claim first 
FIFA Ballon d'Or 



PARIS (AFP) - Despite the 
heartbreak of losing the 
World Cup final with the 
Netherlands, Wesley Sneijder 
is the bookmakers’ favourite 
to walk away with the inau¬ 
gural FIFA Ballon d’Or 
award. 

The attacking midfielder 
was on the losing side in Jo¬ 
hannesburg on July 11, when 
Spain defeated Holland 1-0 
to claim their first ever World 
Cup title. 

Spanish midfielders Xavi 
and Andres Iniesta are also 
strong contenders for the 
prestigious prize, but the 
presence of the Barcelona 
pair on the shortlist could 
split the pro-Spanish votes to 
Sneijder’s advantage. 

More significantly, the 26- 
year-old Dutchman enjoyed a 
glittering debut season at 
Inter Milan that culminated 
in an unprecedented treble of 
the Italian league title, the 
Coppa Italia (Italian Cup) and 
the European Champions 
League. 


Sneijder leads the running 
for the award at 6-4 with 
British bookmakers William 
Hill, while Xavi is at 7/2 and 
Iniesta, who scored the extra¬ 
time winner in the World Cup 
final, is at 11/2. 

The FIFA Ballon d’Or gala 
takes place in Zurich on Jan¬ 
uary 10 and the ceremony 
will mark the marriage of 
FIFA’s World Player of the 
Year prize and the Ballon 
d'Or, which has been 
awarded by France Football 
magazine since 1956. 

In recent years the two 
awards have often gone to the 
same player and Barcelona 
forward Lionel Messi is the 
current holder of both tro¬ 
phies. 

The prolific Argentine at¬ 
tacker failed to truly sparkle 
at the World Cup, as his 
country fell to Germany in 
the quarter-finals, but he is at 
4/1 with William Hill after 
netting 45 goals in all compe¬ 
titions for Barcelona last sea¬ 
son. 


The shortlist for the FIFA 
Ballon d'Or is dominated by 
players who starred at the 
World Cup in South Africa 
and the award has tradition¬ 
ally been awarded to players 
who have excelled in the 
quadrennial showpiece. 

Fabio Cannavaro doubled 
up in the Ballon d'Or and the 
FIFA World Player of the 
Year after captaining Italy to 
World Cup glory in 2006, 
four years after Ronaldo's 
feats with Brazil in 2002 
were similarly rewarded. 

David Villa, Spain's top 
scorer at the World Cup with 
five goals, is at 9/1 with 
William Hill, with Uruguay 
striker Diego Forlan, the 
player of the tournament, at 
16/1 and Germany's Golden 
Boot winner Thomas Mueller 
at 33-1. 

Seven Spanish players 
made the shortlist, with goal¬ 
keeper Iker Casillas, centre- 
back Carles Puyol and 
midfielders Xabi Alonso and 
Cesc Fabregas joining Xavi, 
Iniesta and Villa among the 
23 nominees. 

Conspicuous by his ab¬ 
sence, however, was Inter's 
Argentine striker Diego Mil- 
ito, who scored 32 times last 
season — including both 
goals in the 2-0 Champions 
League final victory over 
Bayern Munich — but failed 
to make an impact at the 
World Cup. 

High-profile failure at the 
World Cup was also respon¬ 
sible for the absence from the 
shortlist of any players from 
European heavyweights Eng¬ 
land, France and Italy. 

Combining the voting cri¬ 
teria from the FIFA award 
and the Ballon d’Or, the win¬ 
ner of the new prize will be 
voted for by the captains and 
head coaches of the national 
teams as well as media repre¬ 
sentatives chosen by France 
Football. 

January's ceremony will 
also see FIFA issue their first 
ever award for the World 
Coach of the Year. 

Spain coach Vicente del 
Bosque leads the 10-man 
shortlist, but he is likely to 
face a strong challenge from 
Portuguese tactical maestro 
Jose Mourinho, who led Inter 
to the treble before joining 
Real Madrid in the summer. 

In the women's FIFA 
World Player of the Year 
award, star Brazilian forward 
Marta is aiming to win an un¬ 
precedented fifth consecutive 
gong following her move to 
American outfit FC Gold 
Pride.
